The Housing Problem 


By ExizasetH Woop, Executive Director, Metropolitan Housing Council, Chicago 


HEN a topic becomes controversial it behooves the debaters to 
define terms. Thus, “housing”? means many things to many peo- 
ple—and dictionaries are of little help. 

Properly, housing refers not only to the dwelling where one eats and 
sleeps but to the factory where one works and to the community activities 
that supplement these—transportation, recreation, education, protection. 

Unfortunately, it took a depression to awaken the United States to the 
fact that there is a housing problem; that not just a reform movement but 
a definite construction program is needed to solve it. 

At times it appears that housing is becoming a political issue, because it 
seems to be another extension of the government into the field of private 
business. However, the lederal government has assumed the responsibility 
for slum clearance and emergency housing projects largely as a means to 
stimulate recovery and overcome the inertia of the building industry, not at 
all in the European concept which holds that good housing is possible only 
through subsidies. 

If, then, we can discuss the subject without the emotion of self-defense 
on the part of business men, and with the broad concept already laid down, 
we shall find that Europe does have much to offer us by way of experience. 

“Fit and proper housing is a national essential, in the absence of which 
our existing social legislation must prove unfruitful. As long as overcrowd- 
ing and slums exist, the doctor is attempting a cure without being able to 
touch the root of disease; the teacher has the full force of environment 
against him; the social reformer is fighting a battle in which he cannot hope 
for decisive victory.” This is the statement which begins the report of the 
National Housing Committee in Great Britain, setting forth a national 
housing policy. It states an essential truth almost completely disregarded 
by all of our so-called social administrators. 
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Just now two different groups have suddenly seized upon housing as their 
own, both practically staking their existence upon the successful outcome 
of the housing program. Social agencies see in the present program a pal- 
liative for present conditions and a means toward future improvements. The 
building industry sees in it a market after five lean years. Both are equally 
dependent upon low-cost housing, for social agencies deal with the lowest 
income group and the building industry must construct for this same group 
and those immediately above them in the financial scale. 

Social agencies have in the past depended upon civic drives for recreation 
centers, for community chest funds, for big sister and big brother organiza- 
tions for correcting these conditions. But they have been depending upon 
teaspoon doses to correct the damage wrought by a twenty-four-hour-a-day 
existence in disease-breeding surroundings. Their highly specialized psy- 
chiatric technique sought to develop, qualities of independence, health, and 
self-respect, but was nullified because the seat of the infection was un- 
touchable. 

With the conversion of this problem into an economic enterprise, drawing 
widespread attention, there is some chance of success. 

Foreign countries tell us that there is no chance that private enterprise 
can produce dwellings for that third of our wage earners who need decent 
low-cost habitations, unless the government subsidizes that production. 

This view outrages our investment and construction interests, who always 
heretofore have been able to solve their own problems in their own way. 
Business is concerned in creating housing for this group because it sees 
in it almost the only market that exists today. Love of mankind plays but 
a minor part in this interest. Only because the vast army of unemployed 
has been unable to buy its products, has the business world become conscious 
of the misery that exists, and the cancerous parasite that slums and blights 
have become. The social work group is beginning now to stop beguiling 
itself as to its function in improving housing conditions. It is beginning to 
recognize that it must make vocal its knowledge of the disastrous effect of 
poor housing and that it cannot do its own job decently until housing con- 
ditions are improved. So it may enter into a cooperative action with business, 
and the result will be better housing. 

Here we have two groups taking over the housing problem: the social 
workers, anxious to get at the root of the evils of society by eradicating 
the dry rot in the home; the building industry, market hungry after a long 
famine, beholds a new-found market for its services, a market that ap- 
proximates a third of our wage-earning population. 
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Between them, probably, the housing problem will be solved or will prove 
unsolvable. It will be interesting to learn whether American industry will 
give up its idea of being able to solve all of its problems and accept govern- 
ment subsidy in order to get this market, or whether, with its well known 
Yankee ingenuity, it will be able to find a substitute, for it is unthinkable 
that the situation will not be conquered.

IRST aid for the readers’ adviser and the program chairman of the 

woman's club is the new book, Twentieth century forces in European fic- 

tion, by Agnes C. Hansen ($2), which has just been published by the 
American Library Association, too late to be included in the regular entries. 
Here are full, classified lists of European novels which have appeared since 
1g00 and are available in English translation. Those topics from contem- 
porary psychology, sociology, history, and philosophy which appear so promi- 
nently on the programs of the club, forum, and classroom are the basis of 
Miss Hansen’s classification of fiction. The long section on national litera- 
tures contains her sympathetic analyses of recent literary movements in each 
individual European country. 
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HE June issue of the Journal of Social Hygiene is a library number 

which constitutes a reference tool of especial value to small libraries. 

An introductory article presents a brief discussion of the responsibility 
devolving upon librarians to supply reliable sex information for young peo- 
ple (recently debated at length in the !Vilson Bulletin). 

Reviews of current books and articles, on sex education and family rela- 
tions, legal and protective measures, and medical and public health measures, 
follow. The rest of the magazine is given over to three lists of social hygiene 
books and pamphlets : a minimum list costing ten dollars for a small library ; 
one for a larger library for twenty-five dollars ; and a comprehensive list for 
a large library, for fifty dollars. A separate reprint of this section is available 
free. The complete June issue of the Journal may be had for thirty-five cents 
from the American Social Hygiene Association, 50 W. 50th St., New York 
City. Librarians would do well to avail themselves of this aid from the na- 
tional association—an authority on these subjects. Practically all of the 
books mentioned in these lists have been entered in the Boox ist, but their 
arrangement and grouping in the Journal are helpful for quick reference.
